23. (currently amended) A stent comprising a coating, the coating including: 
a substrate: 

a primer layer coated on the substrate; 
a first layer made of a first polymer; and 

a discontinuous second layer hav ing a segment separated by the first layer, the second 
layer made of a second polymer , wherein the first and second layers are coated on the primer 
layer . 

24. (currently amended) The stent of Claim 23, wherein the first layer is a 
discontinuous layer having a segment separated by the second layer so as to create an 
alternating pattern of the first l ay e r and the second lay e r layers disposed on the surfac e of th e 
stefrt primer layer . 

25-26. (canceled) 

27. (currently amended) The stent of Claim 23, wherein the first layer contains a 
first active ingredient and the second layer contains a second active ingredient, and wherein 
the first active ingredient is the same as or diff e r e nt than the second active ingredient. 

28. (previously presented) The stent of Claim 27, the coating further including a 
third layer covering at least a portion of the first and second layers to reduce a rate of release 
of the first and second active ingredients from the coating. 

29. (previously presented) The stent of Claim 27, wherein a release rate of the 
first active ingredient from the coating is different than a release rate of the second active 
ingredient from the coating.

30. (previously presented) The stent of Claim 23, wherein the stent is a radially 
expandable stent. 

3 1 . (previously presented) The stent of Claim 23, wherein the first or second layer 
contains a radiopaque substance. 

32. (previously presented) The stent of Claim 23, wherein the discontinuous 
segment of the second layer has a width of about 5 microns to about 500 microns. 

33. (previously presented) The stent of Claim 23, wherein the first and second 
polymers are different. 

34. (currently amended) A stent, comprising: 
a substrate; and 

a primer layer coated on the substrate; and 

a polymeric coating formed on the primer layer a region of the substrate , wherein the 
polymeric coating includes alternating sections of a first layer and a second layer along a 
length of a segment of the substrate. 

35. (previously presented) The stent of Claim 34, wherein the alternating sections 
of the first layer or the second layer have a width of about 5 microns to about 500 microns. 

36. (previously presented) The stent of Claim 34, wherein the substrate is made of 
a metal or a polymer. 

37. (previously presented) The stent of Claim 34, wherein the first layer includes 
a first active ingredient and the second layer includes a second active ingredient. 

38. (previously presented) The stent of Claim 37, additionally comprising a 
barrier layer covering at least a portion of the first and second layers to reduce a rate of 
release of the first and second active ingredients from the polymeric coating. 

39. (previously presented) The stent of Claim 37, wherein a release rate of the 
first active ingredient from the coating is different than a release rate of the second active 
ingredient from the coating. 
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40. (previously presented) The stent of Claim 34, additionally comprising a 
primer layer disposed underneath at least a portion of the first and second layers. 

41. (new) A stent, comprising: 
a substrate; 

a polymeric coating formed on the substrate, wherein the polymeric coating includes 
alternating sections of a first layer and a second layer arranged only along a length of the 
substrate, and wherein the first and second layers do not overlap radially. 

42. (new) The stent of Claim 41, additionally comprising a primer layer disposed 
between the substrate and the first and second layers. 

43. (new) The stent of Claim 41, wherein the first layer contains a first active 
ingredient and the second layer contains a second active ingredient, and wherein the first 
active ingredient is the same as the second active ingredient. 

44. (new) The stent of Claim 43, wherein the coating further includes a third layer 
covering at least a portion of the first and second layers to reduce a rate of release of the first 
and second active ingredients from the coating. 
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
